And so 
anything in the newspapers about 
Amendment No. 40 nowadays is 
apt to get printed in this column— 
not, as-a silly "I told you so," but 
just humoring an honest curiosity 
as to how the people find the sleep- 
ing- to be in the bed they've just 
crawled into.

We hollered about Amendment

' everything the serious school and 
business crowd had been working 
for in recent years, such as revis- 
ing, and equalizing tax

For if the tax rate is to be 
unlimited it's a sheer waste of 
time to talk about assessment re- 
form — property owners automat- 
Ica,Ily assume an attitude of self- 
defense.

Senate Passes 
Home Rule Part 
of Rent Bill 


Washington, March 23 —I/FV—Sen- 


ate administration forces, defeated 
in a major "home rule" test on 
the rent bill, faced up to fight a 
fresh barrage of amendments to- 
day. 


The senate late yesterday voted 


45 to 33 to let cities 
and 
towns 


junk federal rent controls whenever 
the governor of the state approved. 


The amendment, ; sponsored by 
Senator 
Fullbright 
(D-Ark) WAS 
written into the 
senate 
banking 


committee's bill to extend rent con- 
trols 12 to 15 months. It permits 
some rent increases up to 10 per 
cent. 


The senate also decided, by voice 
vote, to recontrol residential hotel 
apartments only in New York and 
Chicago. 


.The present rent law 
expires 
March 31. Majority Leader Lucas 
(D-I11) served advance notice 
he 
plans to keep the senate in session 
today until action on the measure 
is completed. The house already 
has passed a 15-month extender. 


The senate still had to' vote 
on 


a long list of amendments, all of 
them opposed by the Truman a'd- 
ministration.

The Fulbright amendment kesps!

Fulbright's plan simply 
goes a step further and lets cities 
or towns remove rent curbs, pro- 
vided the governor said all right, 
I fhe didn't, that would block ac- 
tion. 


The house bill allows any state, 
county, city or smaller

subdivision to remove controls any 
time, regardless of what the gov- 
ernor says.
